The Women Workers In 
"Prosperous" America 

A fall weeks work for $9*9 and a year's work for SISl. Such 
figures do not come from China or India or Germany or Italy or Soviet 
Russia, hot from the 100 per cent American state of MU«i«*ippt. They 
are pretty do** to the average wage* Tor the work of white women m 
the industrte* and stores of that «*outhern opcn»hop paradi**. The 
wage for Negro women is considerably lower. .... 

The figures are taken from a ntudv of women in Mf«Hi««dppi «n- 
dostries by the women's bureau of the U. S. department of labor. The 
survey was made at the request of the state and with the cooperation 
of employers, so the exploitation has not been painted darker than the 
conditions warrant. 

The bareaa found that only 3.1 per cent of the women workers in 
Mississippi had a regular workday as short as 8 hours and that only 
113 per cent had a regular week of less than S4 hours. 03 per cent 
of the women worked regularly, more than 10 hours a day and 26.4 per 
per cent worked M hours or more a week. 

The bureau also investigated the annual earnings of women who 
worked at least II weeks. Over 10 per cent of these put in more than 
50 weeks durine the year. Yet half of them earned lrss than >|6I. 
The textile inouslry showed half of the steady woiaen workers earning 
k-** than *300 in the year. For the 10-ceat stores the figure was 
1111. for men's clothing I4W, laundries $46? and general mercantile 
establish meats $8 45 a year. 

The bureau found that half of all these workers earned lesa than 
**.«0 a week and that half of the full-time workers earned less than

False Red Scare to Injure Mexico Fully Exposed 



Magnificent Record of Democrat

To the Honorable Frank Kellogg, 
Secretary of State, 
Washington, D. C. 
Dear Sir: 

The Board of Directors of the 
League for Industrial Democracy has 
instructed us to send to you our 
solemn protest against the State 
Department's repeated insinuations 
that the Mexican government is en- 
gaged in Bolshevik propaganda and 
that the United States must there- 
fore support the Diaz administration 
in Nicaragua in order to prevent Mex- 
ico from pushing a Bolshevik wedge 
between this country and the Panama 
Canal. 

As a result of a careful study of 
the Mexican situation and of personal 
observation in Mexico, we have be- 
come convinced of the utter falsity of 
the charge of Bolshevism on the part 
of the Mexican government — a charge 
which can only be intended to create 
bitter prejudice against Mexico and 
becloud the real issues in the situa- 
tion. 

If the charge of Bolshevism has 
any meaning whatever, it means thut 
the Government is affiliated with the 
Communist International or is com- 



Imitted to the Communist point of 
view. By any test you might apply, 
the Calles administration is not Bol- 
shevik. Neither President Calles or 
j any group with which he Is connected 
, has any affiliation whatsoever with 
l the International Communist move- 
ment. The Mexican Confederation of 
I<abor, and the Mexican Labor party, 
the most liberal wing of President 
Calles' active snf porters, have no con- 
nection whatever with the communist 
movement. In fact the Mexican Con- 
federation of Labor is a member of 
the Pan American Federation of La- 
bor of which the American Federation 
of Labor is the leading member and 
in its last convention in Mexico City, 
! presided over by Samuel Gompers. 
| vigorously protested against the com- 
munist attempt to interfere with the 
! labor movement of other countries. 
! Two years ago the Mexican Con- 
; federation of Labor definitely refused 
to seat in its convention delegates 
j who represented the communist point 
j of view a*nd President Calles has 
, caused a number of communist pro- 
pagandists to leave the country. The 
. small group of communists in Mexico 
' are severe critics of the Calles gov- 



ernment because of its anti-communist 
attitude. Indeed the government can 
only be regarded as socialistic by a 
broad interpetration of that word. 

The present administration In Mex- 
ico has presented a record of distinct- 
ly constructive achievements. 

1. It has extended the educational 
system, creating some 4000 new rural 
schools and numerous new agricul- 
tural colleges. 

2. It has enforced a program of 
economy in government departments 
in an attempt to balance the budget 
and to pay its foreign obligations. 

.'1. It has established n Mexicin 
bank of issue in an endeavor to stabil- 
ise the currency of the country, and 
to reduce the interest charges on 
loans. 

4. It has begun a number of ex- 
tensive irrigation projects, in March 
of this year, for instance, J. G. White 
Engineering Corporation announced a 
contract with the Mexican govern- 
ment to construct $20,000,000 irriga- 
tion projects. I 

5. It has, with the administration ' 
of President Obiegon, done much to j 
eliminate banditry and restore order, j

0. It has continued the policy of) 
breaking up the large estates in Mex- 
ico, many of which wera built up from 
communal land illegally taken from 
village communities — l and of dis- j 
tributing them smonff the peasants. 
Many students of political economy | 
maintain that such a system of small j 
land holdings, far from being radical, 
is a conservative policy and results; 
in building up a conservative class of j 
farmers; that centralization of land j 
in a few hands, on the other hand, 
leads to great discontent and revolu- 
tion.

of 1H17. 

These laws aie not confiscatory. 
They state that in the case of prop* 
erties acquired before 11*17 for oil 
purposes, the companies must take 
out a fifty years congas ion renew- 
able for a second fifty years for the 
drilling of oil on their properties; 
that in the case of properties acquired 
since 7 for oil purposes, the holder 
shall have preferential rights for ex- 
ploitation concessions; that in all 
other ca><es the subsoil, since it is 
the property of the nation and not 
the surface- holder, shall be exploited 
by concessions to the party most fit 
and most willing to abide by the 
Mexican laws. 

In the case of lands near the fron- 
tier which are .held by foreign com- 
panies, the law permits them to be ( 
held during the incorporated life of j 
the company or the life of the in 
dividual, at the termination of which 
periods five years are granted to ; 
transfer them to Mexican companies 
(fifty-one percent of the stockholders .
